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ABSTRACT 

This annotated bibliography contains selected 
children's science trade books published in 1990. The books are aimed 
primarily at preschool to eighth grade and evaluated by a special 
book review subcommittee appointed by the National Science Teachers 
Association and the Children's Book Council. Selections are based on 
three criteria: accuracy, readability, and pleasing format. Each 
annotation includes grade levels for each book, International 
Standard Book Numbers, book prices accurate as of January 1991, and 
availability of paperback editions. The bibliography contains a total 
of 90 entries. The books are presented in eight categories: (1) 
"Animals" (26 entries); (2) "Archeology and Paleontology" (7 
entries); (3) "Space Science and Astronomy" (4 entries); (4) "Earth 
Science and Life Science" (18 entries); (5) "Environment and 
Conservation" (17 entries); (6) "Medical and Health Sciences" (8 
entries); (7) "Physics, Technology, Engineering, and Mathematics" (5 
entries); and (8) "Observation" (5 entries).

CRITERIA FOR SELECTION 

The hook's that appear in this annotated bibliography were selected as outstanding 
children's science trade books published in 1990. They are aimed primarily at pre- 
kindergarten to eighth grade and were evaluated by a special book review subcom- 
mittee (see below) appointed by NSTA in cooperation with the Children's Book 
Council (CBC). 

Selection is generally based on three criteria: the book Is accurate, it is readable, 
and its format and illustrations are pleasing. Those books that meet the basic criteria 
are discussed extensively by subcommittee members to determine their appropriate- 
ness for this annual selection of outstanding titles. Information in a book selected 
for this list is consistent with current scientific knowledge. In areas where scientists 
differ, a book should present different points of view, and information should not be 
distorted by personal biases or values. Facts and theories must be clearly distin- 
guished, generalizations supported by facts, and significant facts not omitted. If 
experiments are a feature of the book, the committee considers whether they leaa to 
an understanding of basic principles. Experiments must be appropriate for the 
readers* age group and be both feasible and safe. The committee has a bias against 
books that are racist, sexist, or extol violence. 

Each annotation is initialed by the person who wrote it. Although the books are 
read by many committee members, annotations do not necessarily reflect the judg- 
ment of all committee members. The appropriate grade level of each book is given in 
parentheses. International Standard Book Numbers /ISBNs) are included. If a pub- 
lisher has both a library and trade edition, the ISBN for the library edition is 
included. Prices are accurate as of January 1991 . but are subject to change. Informa- 
tion on paperback editions is given when known. The symbol "F" following a 
paperback edition indicates it is forthcoming. Other titles may appear in paperback 
editions in the future. Some titles on this list are appropriate for more than one 
category, and they have been placed where their usefulness in science education 
appears greatest. 

The Book Review Committee is appointed by NSTA in cooperation with The 
Children's Book Council. Inc.. a nonprofit association that encourages the reading 
and enjoyment of children's hooks and sponsors National Children's Book Week.
